Public Examiner Criticises Cer­ 


tain Expenditures. 


St. Paul, Dee. 29.— An expenditure 
of $1,190 by the Minnesota state fair 
board for the m aintenance of a res 
taurant in the basement of the admin­ 
istration building during fair week, at 
which, it is asserted, the officers and 
their fam ilies and other invited guests 
ate their meals, is criticised in a re­ 
port made to the governor by Public 
Exam iner Schaefer. Mr. Schaefer says 
there is no w arrant in law for the pay­ 
ment of the expenses of any other 
than public officials, and the expend! 
ture by the board, which is equivalent 
to the payment of expenses for the per­ 
sons who ate there, was illegal and tin 
amounts so expended should he re­ 
funded. 
The rep ort quotes from the minutes 
of the board providing an appropria­ 
tion of $1,000 for the dining room to 
be run during fair week, at which the 
officers, including the secretary and 
treasurer of the hoard, and such guests 
as may be determined on the judgment 
of the officers, could be fed. 
Mr. Schaefer questions the legality 
of the payment of $2,500 by the board 
toward the expenses of the National 
Conservation 
congress. 
The 
hoard 
justified 
this 
expenditure 
on

ground 
that 
the 
congress, 
which 
brought President. Taft and Colonel 
Roosevelt to St. Paul and to the fair, 
benefited the fair much more than the 
amount of the expenditure. 


NOTES SOME IMPROVEMENT 


Commissioner 
Ladd 
Tells 
of 
Ic 
Cream Factories. 


Grand Forks, N. I)., Dec 29.— North 
Dakota’s ice cream consuming popu 
lation is not too particular as to con 
ditions surrounding the manufacture 
of that product, says Commissioner K. 
F. I .add, in announcing the scorings 
of the factories of the state. The pub­ 
lic, he says, is not careful enough in 
making inquiries into the condition of 
the factories to 
determine whether 
they are turning out a safe product 
for fam ily use. 
In the past year there has been ma­ 
terial improvement in the condition of 
the state’s ice cream factories, hut 
Commissioner Ladd says there is still 
room for improvement. 
Out of a group of fifteen factories 
ten scored perfect on ventilation and 
light, with eight as the lowest per 
centage. 
The possible or perfect per 
centage 
is 
ten. 
Only 
one factory 
showed perfect floors, walls and fix­ 
tures, with two scoring as low as four 
points. 
Three plants showed perfect 
tools and machinery, with nine show­ 
ing a perfect score in cooling room fa 
edifies.

During the W hite House con­ 
ference last week J. FL Nicholson of 
the league urged the president that It 
he decided to abrogate, or modify the 
treaties, that full protection should be 
accorded the citizen Indian as well as 
the blanket Indian. 
It was suggested 
the “ lid” should remain on in all coun­ 
ties wher»> citizen Indians reside. 
It is the opinion of officials here that 
the decision of Judge A. Amidon, in 
which it was held the treaty of 1851 
was inoperative as a result of the 
Sioux massacre, simplifies the Minne­ 
sota liquor situation.

terior department. 
Assistant Attorney 
General Dennison, who has charge of 
the matter on behalf of the depart­ 
ment of justice, said that until Secre­ 
tary Ballinger was heard from it would 
not be known whether the government 
would take an appeal from the deci­ 
sion of Judge Amidon.
